The publication of the news_of seri- 
ous loss of life brought a throne of 
anxious inguirers to the offices of the 
Cwnard line early in the forenoon. 
Before mid-day the crowd had swelled 
te nearly 200, but dwindled during the 
afternoon to about twenty-five. 

The Cunard line received and posted 
shortly before 16 a.m. an incomplete 
list of survivors whieh was anxiously 
scanned by friends and relatives. 
There were several touching scenes 
Women. the names of whose 
loved ones were among the missing. 
gave way to their emotions. 


ADDITIONS SURVIVORS. 
To the tiet of rvivors received 
from abroad 1 names were 


added here by friends of passengers 
who had received private cablegrams 
frém the passengers themeelves. say- 
ing they were safe. Knowing that the 
list was still incomplete, hope lin- 
gered with many, however. 

Gloom epread over the theatrical 
district when it became known that 
the body of Charlies Frohman, the 
theatrical producer. had been picked 
up and that Charies Klein, another 


theatrical producer, was among the 
missing. There was similar depres- 
sion among friends of Alfred Gwynne 
Vanderbilt, Elbert Hubbard, Justus 
Miles Forman and others from whom 
no word had been received. . 

The financial district gave evijence 
of having recovered its poise, lost yes- 
terday when the first news of the 
catastrophe precipitated a violent de- 
cline in stocks. Today after a pre- 
liminary break durtnhg the first fifteen 
minutes of trading, the market recov- 
ered and behaved normally during the 
rest of the two-hour session. Leading 
bankers, it was said, had entered the 
market with supporting orders.

In June, 1914, our mobile army was 
reduced in size to 1495 officers and 
29,405 men. This is a little over half 
the size of one German army corps 
and there are now 100 Gefman corps. 
This does not count the garrisons of 
our over-seas possessions or our coast 
artillery, but of course neither of these 
branches of the army would be avail- 
able for a foreign war. 
In an examination before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs in Con- 
gress, Gen. Leonard Wood recently 
stated that our field artillery has only 
ammunition enough to last one day 
of fighting. By neon of the second 
day the guns would be idle for lack of 
something to shoot.

Any 
one who reads the war news must 
have realized that military fighting 
has become an intricate acience. It 
has become so intricate that even the 
trained officers of some of the) allied 
armies are not able to cempete with 
the more highly trained German of- 
ficers. Success in modern war con- 
sists not so much in courage as in 
technical knowledge. 

The cause of this tragic and ghastly 
weakness of America is due, in the 
main, to school teachers and to those 
who write school histories. «he other 
day I happened to discuss with a 
teacher in our public schools the 
eventualities of a war with England 
which then seemed not impossible. 

“Oh! she said, thrillingly. “We 
whipped the English twice; we can 
whip them again.” Honestly, isn't 
that appalling? 

The truth is there is nothing in any 
of our Wars with a foreign power that 
an American can be proud of, In every 
case we won by roughly and unskill- 
fully smothering the foe with over- 
powering numbers, In a German war 
we would lack this rity. 

In spite of the hot air of the school 
histories, the War of the Revolution 
is recognized as a series of appalling 
military blunders. America finally 
blundered to a victory aulse we 
had 395,858 soldiers, whi England 
had but 150,606. .-An advantage of 
almost three to one! 

Except for the achievements _ of; 
three or four of our frigates of war, 
which could muster a heavier weight 
of metal than any British warship of 
that period, our war of 1812 was a 


used 66,032 regulars and 471,622 vol- 
unteers against a British army that 
numbered only 55,000 men. In the 
face of this overwhelming force the 
British landed and chased the Ameri- 
can army around until they got out 
of breath and tired of the mild sport; 
then burned ovr national capital.

Of course the Civil War was a case 
of untrained troops against wun- 
trained troops and does not count as 
a test of what our “million men 
sprung up overnight™ mikht do 
against the trained regulars of the 
European armies. 

‘INVADING AMERICA. 


We would be at this further disad- 
vantage: An army of defense can 
develop a certain rough effectiveness 
against a foreign foe that attempts to 
invade our shores. The problem of 
invading America would be a_ tough 
one even for the German army in a 
signie-handed war .between America 
and Germany. The problems of sup- 
ply and transportation, as between 
any European power and any western 
nation are almost insurmountable. 
We would have some sort of chance 
with our “overnight million” In case 
Germany were to invade our shores. 
But Germany, in the event of war, 
would of course attempt no such feat. 
It would be for us to attempt to in- 
vadé Germany, and with out pitiful 
supply and transportation system, we 
would make a-dismal showing.

Senator® Stone. The President real- 
izes that if Congress were sitting the 
concentrated public opinion of the 
United States would find expression 
and he does not want to be embar- 
rassed. He prefers to deal diplomat- 
ically with the question. The question 
then arises, What can be done? 

A precedent exists in the diplomatic 
relations of the United States and 
Brazil. Here is how President John 
Guincy Adams discussed it in the 
annual message of 1827: 

“A hope was for a short time en- 
tertained that a treaty of peace, ac- 
tually signed between the governments 
of Buenos Altires and Brazil, would 
supersede all further occasion for 
those collisions between belligerent 
pretensions and neutral rights which 
are so commonly the-result of mari- 
time war and which have unfortu- 
nately disturbed the harmony of the 
relations between the United States 
and the Brazilian government. At 
their last session Congress were in- 
formed that some naval officers of 
that empire (Brazil) had advanced 
and practiced upon principles in re- 
lation to blockade and to neutral navi- 
fation which we could not sanction 


and which our commanders found it 


necessary to resist. It appears that 
they have not been sustained by the 
government of Brazil itself: Some of 
the vessels captured under the as- 
sumed authority of these erroneous 
principles have been restored and we 
trust that our just expectations wil! 
be realized that adequate indemnity 
will be made to all the citizens of the 
United States who have suffered by 
the unwarranted captures which the 
Brazilian tribunals themselves have 
pronounced unlawful. 

“In the diplomatic discussion at 
Rio de Janeiro of these wrongs, sus- 
tained by citizens of the United 
States and of others which seemed 
as if emanating immediately from 
that government itself, the Charge 
a@’Affaires of the United States, under 
an impression that his representa- 
tions in behalf of the rights and in- 
terests of his countrymen were dis- 

ed and useless, deemed it his 
duty without waiting for instruc- 
tions to terminate hig official func- 
tions, to demand his passports and 
return to the United States. This 
movement, dictated by an honest 
zeal for the honor and tmterest of 
his country, motives which operated 
exclusively upon the mind of the 
officer who resorted to it, hag not 
been disapproved by me.” 

THE VIRGINIUS CASE. 

In the Virginius case, where a vées- 
sel bearing the flag of the United 
States was captured by a Spanish 
cruiser as a “filibuster.” and car- 
ried to Cuba and a number of those 
on board were shot, reparation was 
demanded by the government of the 


United States and also a salute to! year 


the flag. The reparation was granted 
but on it afterwards appearing that 
the papers of the Virginius were 
based on a false affidavit of United 
States ownership, the demand for a 
salute to the flag was withdrawn. 
It has been suggested that i retal- 
lation for what kas hap , the 
United States might seizé the Ger- 
man ships lying in New York har- 
bor. To take this action would be to 
violate the treaty with Prussia and 
the administration will not place this 
government in any. such position. 
The Prussian treaty allows the mer- 
chants of either country In the ter- 
ritory of the other nine months in 
which to dispose of their effects. The 
German compenies owning the ships 
thus would have an opportunity to 
sell them to American citizens. A 
different situation, however, might 
exist with regard to the German 
cruisers which are interned at Nor 
folk and Honolulu. These vessels 
are the property of the German gov- 
ernment, they have been used for 
warlike purposes. The United 
States therefore would be in a posi- 
tion to seize the Prinz Bitel Fried- 
rich, the Kronpring Withelm and 
the Geler and to hold them until 
adequate reparation should be made. 
BY A NEUTRAL DIPLOMAT. 
A neutral diplomat who discussed 
the Lusitania affair tonight sald: 
“Do not forget that this is not 
merely the affair of the United 
States. Other neutrals are as con- 
cerned about it as are the Amerl- 
can people. Germany has. been 
gtilty of a crime which places her 
outside of the society of nations. She 
has murdered innocent men, women 
and children and she must be made 
to suffer. Against her now will be 
public opinion of the world. During 
your Civil War, a United States ship 
seized two representatives of the 
Confederacy, Mason and Slidell, who 
were traveling on board the British 
steamer Trent. The British govern- 
ment’ emphatically rotested and 
demanded the surrender of these 
men. The French government sent 
a strong protest to the United States 
claiming that because it might be 
treated In the same fashion, it felt 
it to be its duty to make represen- 
tations to your government. Every 
neutral, under this precedent, which 
is sound, is justified In representing 
to Germany that she has been gullty, 
through her submarine commander, 
of assassination. As a matter of 
fact. it seems to me that when the 
German Embaasy advertised that the 
Lusitania would be destroyed, your 
government then should have regis 
tered a protest in Berlin. Had this 
been done, the vessel] might have 
been saved.”

Big Fire Near Tacoma. 
‘ (BY A P. NIGHT WIRE)

| Representative Men of Diverse Fields of Business Em- 
phatic Against Proposed Change—W ould Hurt Many 
and Benefit Few but Hello Companies — Merchants 


EVER has sentiment been s0 
N unanimously opposed to 4 
change as that which has been 
Sradually crystallizing against the 
Proposed measured phone service as 
outlined by the Board of Public Utili- 
ties several days ago. Not an organiz- 
ation of business men or a single in- 
dividual who has been approached on 
the subject, outside of persons directly 
connected with the telephone compa- 
nies, has expressed a favorable view. 

Measured service has been termed 
anything from a damnable outrage to 
a. frame-up,” worse than those some- 
times created in politics. Some mer- 
chants have even suggested “tar and 
feathers’ for the Board of Public 
Utilities for entertaining the proposi- 
tion. The current’is so powerful 
against the procedure that it is be- 
lieved the City Council will not even 
consider the matter when it is placed 
before them in a few days. 

The Board of Public Utilities in an- 
nouncing that measured service should 
become effective January 1, 1916, de- 
clared it was acting in favor df the 
small consumer. As a matter of fact, 
the householder will have to pay the 
same rate now existing and it has been 
impossible to locate half a dozen men 
whose phone calls amount to the 
minimum allowed in the $00 calls a 
year under a rate of $4.50 per month. 

BOME OPINIONS. 
“My ideas as to the proposed meas- 


jured service on telephones could cer- 


tainly never be expressed over that in- 
strument on account of the rules for- 
bidding violent language,” said W. W. 
Mines, president of the Los Angeles 
Realty Board. “Our organization has 
not as yet taken official action in the 
matter, but when it does, there is no 
question of this plan being condemned. 
This agitation is just something new 
to keep business conditions up in the 
air, instead of allowing them to settle 
and, considering the fact that our te!l- 
ephone costs will be quadrupled, I 
will not only throw out one of the 
phones, but feel almost inclined to 
discontinue the use of this modern 
business insteament and go back to 
messenger boy service.” 

“Our “phones are already too heavy 
a burden for the amount of business 
they bring us,” said R. A. Rowan of 
R. A. Rowan & Co. “I can’t under- 
stand why we don't let well enough 
alone, particularly in such times as 
the present. Personally, as well as 
speaking for several others to whom 
I have mentioned the matter. I should 
say the move should be unalterably 
apposed.”’ 
“Surely the City Council will not 
act in thie matter before it goes be- 
fore the State Railway Commission, 
and should any action be taken, it 
will be unfavorable, I believe,” said F. 
J. Zeehandelaar, secretary of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. “Our board of directors is op- 
posed to the plan as unjust and unfair 
to the merchants. The stand taken is 
positively and irrevocably against 
measured service.”

DEATH'S CALL COMES 


EV. JZ. YV. DE COSEY 
R THOMPSON, popular minister, 
world-traveler and Thirty-Third 
Degree Mason, who lived in An- 
geles fifteen» years and had 
close friends here, died Friday in 
Montreal.

Rev. Mr. Thompson was widely 
known for his culture, oratorical!l abil-

sonry. He was born and educated in 
India, the son of an English army 
officer. 


In religion Rev. Mr. Thompson held 
to independent and original views. 
The orthodox faith was regarded by 
him as illogical. With the financial 
assistance of influential friends, Mr. 
Thompson reared a building at Bight- 
eenth and Figuerca streets, which 
became the home of the Independent 
Church of Christ, founded by him. 

The church building, designed by 
the pastor and built under his super- 
vision, is decidedly unusual. It was 
Planned so that it could be easily con- 
verted into an apartment house in 
case the religious venture was a 
failure. 

After the pastorate of five years, 
Rev. Mr. Thompson resigned on ac- 
count of fll health and left the city 
for a change of climate.

OUR MILITARY NEEDS. 
f[CONTRIRUTED TO THE TIME#! 

BY ALBERT BUSHNELL HART, 
Professor of Government, Harvard Univer- 
sity. 

RE we wise in the United States in 

A putting the immediate control of our 
armies and navies into the hands of 
Civilians? In our four external wars since 
1789 and in our Civil War the commander- 
in-chief of the armies and navies was in 
every case a civilians We have had several 
Presidents who were chosen becarse of 
their military reputation, but not one of 
them took the conduct of a war upon his 
‘hands. Perhaps the American suspicion 
of military men as more likely ‘> make 
themselves despots has no foundation; but 
civilian Presidents ought to have military 
and naval experts tpon whom they cas 


throw direct responsibility. 

Military experts have their failings, but 
it is the business of their lives to study 
the military needs of their country and to 
keep abreast of the advance im military 
science and machinery. The United States 
might well follow the example of military 
countries like France and England in fre- 
quently putting at the head of the depart 
ments of war and navy men who are trained 
in that specialty. In the long list of Sec- 
retaries of the Navy since 1798 the only 
pame of a well-known naval commander is 
John Rogers. who was ad interim for a few 
days in 1823. The first Secretary of War; 
Gen. Knox, was appointed because he was 
a trained military administer; and Picker- 
ing, McHenry and Armstrong were mill- 
tary men. Winfield Scott served about 
three weeks ad interim; but JeMerson Da- 
vis is the only experienced soldier to be 


troubled period of reconstruction when 
Grant, Scofield and Sherman served for a, 
few weeks. 

If the country cannot trust its army to a 
soldier and its navy to a sailor, it abso- 
lutely must put military men in places of 
recognized responsibility. With great dif, 
ficulty the army has secured’ a general 
staff, the chief of which, however, is sup 
posed not to be in the confidence of the 
administration. Congress has absolutely 
refused the similar naval staff which is 
essential. We may as well do in advance 
what Great Britain ha® been compelled to 
do by the danger of nationa) ruin—select 
a man of brains and entrust him with the 
much-needed task of reorganizing the army. 

The United Stated is protected by 3000 
miles of water and then by the naval first 
line of defense, and after that by the sink- 
ing of mines which has protected the coasts 
of England, France and Germany from & 
landing of enemies. Still those three coun- 
tries have more than 20,000 men availaplie 
to resist an attack if the first and second 
lines are broken. France and Great Britain 
have far excelled the United States in prep- 
arations, and yet both were caught without 
a sufficient amount of defense and a clear 
knowledge of where the human. units were 
to come from. It was not creditable to the 
kingdom of Great Britain and the empire 
of India that 324,000,000 human beings 
should have had at their disposal in a mo- 
ment of supreme danger—leaving out of 
account the garrisons In Africa and Asia— 
Jess than 100,000 troops available for tm- 
mediate service. It is still less creditable 
to the United States that 100,000,000 human 
beings should rely upon a net effective ca- 
pable of being thrown at any point on our 
eastern coast of idss than 25,000. We have 
the keenest desire to maintain democracy 
in the western world, but there can be no 
democracy of the United States unless 
there is a United States capable of keeping 
out hostile armies. 

Above all, American democracy must rec- 
ognize that armles are made up of soldiers. 
The English territ ls and colonial levies 
have been ‘molded in from four to six 
months into good troops; but if the Ger- 
mans had been able. as seemed not impos 
sible, to land an army in England the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, would have collapsed. There- 
upon Paris would probably have been cap- 
tured. It is a crime which ought to be pun- 
fshable by confinement in a State's prison 
for the American people to rely upon un- 
trained volunteers for future ware. Their 
quality is high and once properly drilled 
and officered they could march, fight and 
hold trenches against any soldiers in the 
world. But the experience of the United 
States in every war from the revolution to 
the Spanish war has been that the refusal 
to give military training till the war is 
actually breaking out means a fearful waste 
of treasure and of lives. The wars of the 
future ure going to be fought by great 
masses of trained men. What American 
democracy needs is simply to apply to its 
own defense the principles of organization, 
expert service and efficiency which have 
made its railroads and mines and factories 
so productive. This favored country can- 
not go on indefinitely enjoying the privi- 
leges of modern life without taking ac- 
count of the present changes in warfare and 
international relations.

The retailers were glad of the change, 
for they could be sure of more con- 
stant prices and could always make 
good profits. The people were pleased 
because prices were not raised, some- 
times lowered, but always more ccn- 
stant and dependable. An oversupply 
sometimes came to the association 
wholesaler, but this was taken care 
of by means of temporary storage, 
sending out peddlers or even dropping 
prices a little to induce more con- 
sum pticn. 

This worked admirably during the 
season of 1913-1914 and even in spite 


anarchy in Mexico the manager, a 
plucky Norwegian, is carrying the 
same system along successfully-—be- 
cause the growers demand it, after 
th@ first year’s trial. 

t can be worked successfully in 
this country as well, even though it 
be on @ more stupendous scale and 
even though much capital and able 
men are necessary to swing it. The 
system outiined above can be fitted | 
to our conditions and made to conform 


regulating trade. One wholesale mar- 
ket can be established as an experi- 
ment in Chicago, New York, Boston 
or Washington with a few retailers 
to act as balance wheels in the retail] 
market. If not all, at least most, of 
the wholesalers can be replaced by 
our California associations and the 
profits turned to our growers. 

The handling of our fruit in the 
East should be done by our aasocia- 
tion. It will receive better protection 
from freezing and will be handled 
with less delay. Decay will be re- 
duced to a lower percentage. Glutted 
markets will not be so common and 
prices will be more constant. The iIn- 
dustry here will then pay more satis- 
factory profits to the growers. 


CHANGE IMPERATIVE. 
NO OVERPRODUCTION. 

BY P. A. DEMENS, 
A Citrus Fruit Grower of Alta Loma. 

Mr. G. R. Stewart of Pasadena and 
The Times deserve great credit for at 
last bringing this question to the front 
for discussion. As a rule we are too 
slow in realizing our general ills, and 
begin to apply necessary remedies only 
when the situation becomes intolera- 
ble. This particular evil came to a 
head some time ago and is of supreme 
importance to every citrus fruit grow- 
er of California. Our industry is be- 
ing slowly but surely strangled by the 
abnormal conditions of the marketing 
of our crops. General dissatisfaction 
jamong the, growers is spreading rap- 
idly, and is becoming dangerous to all, 
existing organizations. And no won- 


er. 
The California Fruit Exchange, 
marketing about 65 per cent. of our 
citrus crops, recently prepared a state- 
ment showing that out of every dollar,

realized from the fruit the grower re- 
jcetves 26 per cent., the fixed charges 
\for freight, packing, picking, etc., ab- 
sorb 31.8 per cent. and the jobber and 
retailer 41.5 per cent. Could the pro- 
duction of wheat, beans or hay or oll 
and copper, for that matter, stand 
any such abnormal division? And is 
it not as plain as two and two make 
four that a change must be made in 
the percentage received by the grow- 
er and the seller? ’ 
We are told that we face overpro- 
I-have been engaged in cit- 
‘rus fruit growing for thirty-five years, 


sembled in Los Angeles, were dined 
and wined and danced about by the 
managements of our organizations, 
while the Japanese of Imperial ¥al- 
ley were suing these very same peo- 
ple for millions of dollars, alleged 
to have been swindled by them in 
the cantaloupe trade. We fear that 
our citrus business is somewhat near 
the cantaloupe situation. 

Of course, we realize that an ef- 
fective cure requires energetic treat- 
ment — skilful handling and acute 
commercial talent. But we think 
that our organizations should possess 
all these requirements. And, above 
all, they must understand that imme- 
diate action is imperative. So far. 
we have received only more or less 
clever explanations. For these we 
are thankful, but we have had 
enough of them, and would prefer 


money. 
his article, offers 
several suggestions. Our great Mo- 
guls in the business, so long on ex- 
Pilanations and so short on cash re- 
sults, will probably try to shake them 
off as though they were imprac- 
ticable, offensive flies disturbing their 
sweet slumbers, but they will be 
wrong to do so. These suggestions, 
as well as others, ought to be thor- 
oughly investigated, without preju- 
dice, and some other course adopted 
before the next season is upon wé. 
I will state that the present system 
of selling F. O. B. without cash in 
advance is a mistake, by which the 
growers always suffer. It takes from 
eight to fifteen days for our fruit 
to reach its destination. The market 
price changes constantly, presumably 
manipulated by the jobbers. If the 
price is up by the time the fruit ar- 
rives, the jobter accepts it-—if the 
price is down, he refuses to accept 
the fruit, using all manner of subter- 
fuge, and the grower is helpless and 
has to accept an arbitrary discount 
of the price agreed upon, sometimes 
as high as 25 or 80 cents a box. 

I do not presume to state what 
would be the best remedy-——probably 
a skilful combination of various de- 
vicese—but I am ineléined to think 
that unless a speedy change is com- 
ing and a reversal of the proportions 
of the shares of the grower and the 
seller are accomplished, the grower 
may lose his proverbial patience of 
the farmer and take things into his 
own hands. 

DESTROY SURPLUS FRUIT. 
STOP SHIPPING.

I would suggest that the principal 
advocates of the F.O.B. Sale plan 
sign the following pledge, and state 
the number of acres owned. 

“Believing that it is better to let 
oranges rot on the trees than te 
take a chance of getting some re- 
turn for the fruit under the present 
unsatisfactory marketing plan, I 
agree to allow all of my crop to re- 
main on the trees until all other 
orange growers have sold 54. per 
cent. of their crops for ‘Cash Cali- 
fornia.’ 

“Il agree to allow a committee of 
growers to set a price of 1% cents 
per pound, or more, for the entire 
ferop on the trees, and in order to 
have this price maintained will sign 
all rights in my crop over to said 
committee until every grower in Cal- 
ifornia who douhts the merit of this 
Plan has received the price agreed 
on in cash for 50 per cent. of his 
crop. 

“This pledge to become effective 
November 1, 1915, and apply to the 
navel crop then on the trees. 

“T sign this pledge fully believing 
that the plan I urge others to adopt 
is practical and certain to bring the 
results I have predicted and in the 
full certainty that I run no undue

this same thing “when I first started 
in this industry, more than a third of 
a century ago. To be sure, produc- 
tion grows, but so also does our popu- 
lation and the consumption of citrus 
fruit. We have yet to hear that any 
sound fruit failed to find a market. 
Tt is all sold and consumed, and the 
rétall prices all over the country are 
steadily maintained. Our visitors and 
tourists invariably express their as- 
tonishment at the tremendous differ- 
ence in the price they have to pay for 
the fruit at bome and the price the 
grower receives for it here. The dif- 
ference is proportionately not leas 
than 5 to 1 and at times 10 to 1. 

T have seventy acres of oranges and 
\lemons, all in bearing, and producing 
labout forty-five cars of fruit, and I 
‘have kept complete records for the 


act is not to be looked upon by 
others, and is not considered by my- 
self, as a sacrifice for the good of 
the industry.” 


If 50 per cent. of the growers sign. 
the Cash California plan will he 
fairly etarted and sure of a test. 

Mr. Stewart says: “Stop shipping cr- 
anges for two weeks and see what a 
demand there will be for them all over 
the country.” 

If shipments were” stopped now 
there undoubtedly would be a strong 
demand, because Florida is no longer 
able to supply the demand which has 
been created by keeping an abundant 
and regular supply of both California 
and Florida citrus fruit before the 
people, but had the shipments been 
checked for two weeks during Janu- 
ary, February or March, the only re- 
sult would have been to allow Florida 
to dispose of part of its crop in west- 
ern, and probably, Pacific Coast mar- 
kets, as Florida growers, with their 
increasing crops, are not likely to 
adopt the rot-on-the-trees idea. Caii- 
fornia oranges are at present selling 
very well in England, because the Pal- 
estine growers are allowing their fruit 
to rot on the trees, not becayse they 
approve of this plan, but because they 
are unable to get the fruit to the place 
where the consumers are, and there 
is no doubt that if the California 
growers waited for the English “job- 
bers to come here and pay “Cash Cali- 
fornia,” the quantity shipped would 
be very small. We are clearly getting 
the market while the other growers 
let their fruit rot. ; 

The demand for oranges at all times 
is good. Were it otherwise the tre- 
mendous decrease in the purchasing 
power of the people during the past 
two years, combined with the §in- 
creased crop, both in California and 
in Florida, would have made it im- 
possible to sell all the citrus fruit to 
the consumers. Yet this has been 
done. The retailers have not called 
the people in and given away citrus 
fruit to them. The jobbers have not 
delivered fruit to the retailers with- 
out charge. We absolutely know that 
every orange fit to eat con- 
sumed; yet it is true that much fruit 
has been purchased by the jobbers 
for less than it cost the grower to 
produce, sack and deliver it. 

There is no over-production: there 
is no under-consumption. The trouble 
is with the method of distribution and 
the division of the money paid by 
the consumer. 

Any statement that the jobbers or 
retailers lose money on oranges can 
be disproved in a few months by im- 
partial investigators. The retailers 
make a good profit; the jobbers also, 
and on a small investment, for the 
handling of oranges is merely one de- 
partment of their business. The job- 
ber’s cost of operating ise very small, 
the riek he takes on his sales practic-

Assuming the foregoing to be some- 
where near the facts, it seems clear 
that the jobber and retailer are both 
getting more than their share and for 
this condition the grower is to blame, 

The grower urges the jobber to buy 
fruit in car lots and depends on the 
jobber to sell to the retailer at a fair 
profit and in turn on the retailer to 
sell to the consumer on the same 
basis. In short, the grower, who has 
everything at stake. turns his busi- 
ness over to the jobbers of the coun- 
try, and as long as this plan is fol- 
lowed very little Improvement can 
be looked for. The grower must plan 
an organization that will follow each 
box to the retailer instead of each 
car to the jobber, and must further 
see that the retailer treats the con- 
surner fairly. 

The raisin growers are advertising 
a price of not to exceed 15- cents for 
a pound package of seeded raisins. 
This ie done to regulate the retailer. 
They are also offering to ship a seven- 
pound assorted package direct to the 
consumer for $1. This all naturally 
tends to prevent any unfair profit for 
the jobber. This exact plan may not 
be applicable to the citrus business, 
but there is some solution and it is 
up to those in control of the various 
exchanges, associations and other co- 
operative or independent marketing 
agencies to submit a plan to the grow- 
ers or else the growers will have to 
get together and elect a committee to 
engage the best corporation attorneys 
in the country to outline some plan 
which will conform to the law yet pro- 
vide a system of control advantageous 
to the grower yet fair to all other in- 
teresta 

Any plan that contemplates moving 
the present or future orange crop &- 
rect to the consumer is many years in 
advance of the times. 

The crop must be moved through 
the present channele—the jobbers, the 
retailers and the auctions. The grow- 
ers are not prepared to (finance a 
scheme involving chain stores or 
wholesale warehouses. The present 
available channels are open to the in- 
dustry and some fair arrangement can 
be made with all factors, which will 
result in the movement of the crop 
at a profit to the grower. This is the 
time to put forward such a plan and 
the exchange is equipped to prepare 
and put into effect any movement that 
promises success, however radical or 
daring. and however far it departs 
from the present conventional ideas as 
to the relations that should exist be- 
tween associations, district exchanges, 
central sales office, eastern agents, 
jobbers and retailers. All these fac- 
tors must be welded in a unit that will 
produce a prolt for the grower and 
insure as far as possible the move- 
ment of the entire crop at a price that 
will satisfy the consumer, 

At present the exchange and all 
other selling agencies are incapable 
of getting results that will benefit the 
citrus industry as a whole. Past ex- 
perience has demonstrated that in 
years when the exchange has obtained 
sufficient to satisfy the grower all 
other selling agencies have done the 
same, so the growers should be con- 
vinced that the entire plan at present 
in vogue must be abandoned and a 
new basis of dealing with the jobber, 
retailer and consumer found which 
will result in aljl factors proportionate- 
ly sharing any advance or decline of 
price resulting from general financial 
conditions of the country.

made especially pertinent by the reso- 
lutions passed during the morning by 
the City Council, on motion of Coun- 
cilman Roberts. 

“This wreck,” said Mr. Roberts, 
“has demonstrated the time has come 
for prompt and decisive action, that 
the lives of our neighbors and friends 
may be protected. We can have a 
separation of the deadly grade cross- 
ing if we go after it in the right way, 
and now is the time to get busy.” 

Motorman Robert E. Baker of the 
wrecked car, with a record of seven 
years’ service with the Pacific Plec- 
tric and a perfect showing in thirty- 
five sur tests the past two years, 
Was pe ps the most important wit- 


ness. 

“IT shut off going over the Salt 
Lake track, approaching the bridge,” 
he said, “then turned the controller 
to five points when I got a come- 
ahead waignal. Going over the bridge 
I was running at an initial speed of 
about eight miles an hour. 

“Yes, I saw the Santa Fe train when 
I first went onto the bridge,” he said, 
in response to a question. “It was 
about 200 feet from the bridge and I 
thought {tt was standing still.” 

“This last belief, according to Mr. 
Baker, led him not w look at the 
Santa Fe engine again until he got’ 
the come-ahead signal from the flag- 
man and had again put on the power. 

“after I received the signal I looked 
for the train. It was too late,"’ he 


said. 
DETAILS OF CRASH, 

Mr. Baker asserted he was going 
about eight miles an hour when he 
called for the signal from the watch- 
man by ringing one stroke on his 
foot gong and that he was then about 
185 feet from the crossing. 

“When I saw the danger I threw 
it around into the multiple, hoping 
to avoid the accident,” he said, re- 
ferring to his controller lever. 

One thing that proved the Pacific 
Electric car was traveling at a speed 
relatively higher than was the Santa 
Fe locomotive was that an express 
caf going east over the electric line 
met the passenger car about the mid- 
dle of the Aliso-street ‘bridge, about 
150 feet from the crossing, when, the 
witnesses nearly universally agreed. 
the locomotive was not over 200 feet 
from the crossing. 

Incidentally, the fact that the speed 
of the electric car was greater than 
that of the locomotive, together with 
the facts as to prior rights over this 
crossing and the legal requirements 
for safeguarding, were brought out 
in The Times’ story of the disaster. 

Engineer Logan Wells, Fireman La- 
fever and Conductor McClelland of 
the Santa Fe ali testified the locomo- 
tive bell was ringing, ase did also 
Crossing Watchman Thomas J. 
House. 

“I judge the Pacific Electric car 
was going twenty miles an hour,” 
said Engineer Wells, who, before tak- 
ing service with the Santa Fe, was, 
for two years a Pacific Electric mo- 
torman. 

Mr. Wells testified he was rusning 
about ten miles an hour between 
Main and Aliso street and slowed 
down his train to about eight miles 
an hour at the crossing and that no 
whistie signal was sounded. in ac- 
cordance, as he said, with the city 
ordinance. 


EXPECTED OTHER TO STOP. 


“There is no crossing in the city 
on the main line where we are in- 
structed to stop,” said Mr. Wells in 
explaining the n why he ap- 
proached the crossi at a speed of 
eight miles an hour. “On this track 
we Rave a prepetual right of ae 
An \express car had gone over just 
ahead of us and I had applied the 
brake for that, thinking there was 
danger of hitting. it. I had no idea 
the passenger car would not stop. 
They could see us, and many times 
I have seen them come right up to 
the crossing and stop. 

“I did not see a flagman on the | 
crossing,” he said, in response to a 
direct question on this score. 

The Pacific Electric car was but 
three feet away. according to Mr. 
Wells's assertion, when he applied the 
emergency brake, which held in good 
shape, he stated. His testimony on 
this score Was corroborated by Fire- 
Lafever and Conductor McClel- 
and. 

“I depend on the Pacific Electric 
flagman to stop cars,” said Thomas 
J. House, the Santa Fe flagman. 
“They wouldn't stop for me.” 

Cross-examined, Mr. House admit- 
ted he had never proved whether they 
would. Regardi flagging Santa Ie 
trains, he stated he never did so wun- 
less there was an obstruction on the 
track, asserting he was there pri- 
marily to flag pedestrians. 

Motorman Simeon Walters of the 
express car that passed the passenger 
car on the bridge stated the Santa 
Fe train was at Main street when 
they went over crossing, while Con- 
ductor Harry W. Ash of the same car 
estimated that it was £00 feet away. 
_This car had reached the Salt Lake 
crossing on the east side of the bridge 
when the crash occurred and it was 
the members of ita crew that gave 
the Pacific Electric officials and the 
police department .the first word of 
the accident.

“The jobbers throughout this 


country are associated in such a way 
as to make it easy for them to regu- 
late demand, knowing to the car how 
mich fruit is on track and rolling, 
daily. The fruit is perishable and if 
the jobbers refuse to buy at the ex- 
change figure we must reduce our 
price rather than lose the fruit. But 
does the consumer buy the fruit at a 
corresponding reduction or does the 
jobber make a nice clean-up at our 
expense? 

“It is a reasonable assurance that 
if we can place our products in the 
hands of the consumers through the 
retailers at a price in reach of the 
average hundred million inhabitants 
of these United States there would be 
consumed in the future, at almost cer- 
tain regular prices, more oranges than 
California and Florida and every 
orange-producing section of this 
country could possibly begin to sup- 
ply, for it is a fact that there is no 
other fruit more palatable, more 
tempting or more healthy than the 
golden orange. 

“Now how are we to bring about 
this improvement? 

“The exchange is now powerful 
enough to control the situation. First 


it could advise the jobber that. be- /. 


ginning at a specified time, the ex- 
change would set the price that the 
jobber would have to pay for the 
fruit, and also the price at which the 
jobber must sell the fruit or the 
price the rtailer must pay for it. No 
doubt the jobber would say that he 
is running his own business and will 
not be dictated to by the grower or 
any one else. If the jobbers take 
that stand and claim they will im- 
oranges we can say, ‘Hurry to it.’ 
“The exchange can segregate the 
territory of the United States into dis- 
tricts in size to suit the population. 
Where thickly populated we would 
establish a house to supply the dis- 
trict that would cover, say, an area of 
two or three hundred miles in diame- 
ter, greater or smalier to sult the con- 
ditions, and where the population is 
less in another district the diameter 
of same in miles would be greater. 
In each district we would have to 
buy a piece of land, just enough in 
a good wholesale district on which to 
build our house; not an expensive five 
or ten-story building of pressed 
brick, but a large concrete cellar sup- 
plied with a cold storage plant, and 
the building over the cellar, or ground 
floor, must be equipped with track in 


order that we can unload the fruit 
without haul, direct into the build- 
ing. 


“For each district house a superin- 
tendent or manager would be needed, 
likewise the necessary help to handle 
the fruit and office work. It is quite 
probable that ‘ with the proper ar- 
rangements and elimination of cars 
“nding on tracks, as they now do, 
aftér reaching eastern points, and 
having to be diverted with varying 
degree of temperature, our fruit go- 
ing direct to a district house or dis- 
tributing point and then unloaded in- 
to cold storage, we would have leas 
decayed fruit at the other end and 
with careful repacking we could al- 
most guarantee the condition of every 
orange sold. 

“You will say, “But how sell the 
fruit?’ The expense of hiring as 
many salestnen as are today covering 
the country for fruit jobbers would 
run into millions of dollars. True, it 
would, but we would de away with 
this expense and cost to the consum- 
e. and grower. Let us tmagine that 
we ould tmaugurate gystem of 
supplying the retailers with our fruits, 
that the country was divided into dis- 
fricta, the houses complete, ready for 
business by July 1. Our exchange 
would have hired the nec@ssary su- 
perintendents and we would -have the 
houses’ supplied with fruit for open- 
ing day. 

"Say sixty or thirty days before 
July 1, the exchange office would have 
each district manager notify by mail 
every retailer and seller of oranges 
in his district that beginning July i, 
1915, he may order his fruits from 
that distributing house which covers 
his district, and orders will have 
prompt attention, the goods being 
guaranteed sound, etc., but cash must 
accompany the order either in shape 


draft. postoffice money order or 


express money order, in case goods 
are ordered ‘by mail; if telephoned or 
the will be shipped 
cC.0.D. 

“We could thus eliminate present 
discriminations, resulting from our 
present system of handling the supply 
of oranges, etc. (which ttems would 
total beyond our comprehension) and 
put a price on the fruit which would 
be so much leas to the retailer (who 
in turn could have his schedule to 
sell controlled by the exchange) that 
péople would increase the consump- 
tion of oranges beyond our fondest 
hopes. We would, of course, be 
obliged to have the necessary trucks 
or drays to handle the deliveries, and 
while it would take an enormous sum 
of capital to handle or start the sys- 
tem, this sum would be but a hand- 
ful ‘as compared with the immediate 
returns to the growers. The profits, 
expenses and fluctuating prices be- 
tween grower and consumer are hun- 
dreds upon millions annually, which 
would, under the plan pro 
devided between the consu 
lic and the growers. 

“Should the jobber decide to ac- 
cept our offer, well and good, we 
should dictate his prices, but allow 
him a reasonable oft after han- 
Ming and selling; Nkewise the retail- 
er; and in either if we should 
be obliged to handie the matter di- 
rect, then we should and could pro- 
vide the retailer with a good living 
profit: for the savi in so handling 
the situation compared to the pres- 
ent system would be sufficiently large 
to warrant all the writer has pic- 
tured, and then a plenty left over. 
and the grower who has put into his 
acreage time, money, effort and care 
without any insurance against freeze, 
drought, insect, plant disease and the 
many other which every 
grower is chancing annually, would 
receive at least the reasonable re- 
turns to which all are entitied.”

It would necessitate the expenditure 
of a much larger sum than the irriga- 
tion district would be able to finance 
during the coming year, Mr. Rock- 
wood says. 

The second plan involves either 
the raising, strengthening and e¢x- 
tending of the Voicano Lake levee in 
accordance with the~plans of Gen. W. 
L. Marshall, consulting engineer to 
Secretary Lane, or else the abandon- 
ment of the Voleano Lake levee and

Three of Eight. Projected Buildings 

of New, Puente Union High School 

Now Going Ahead. 

PUENTE, May 5.—The finest im- 
provement yet projected in this dis- 
trict is the new Puente Union High 
School, construction on which has just 
been started. The plans of the Board 
of Educatio. call for the eventual 
erection of eight buildings on the ten- ; 
acre site acquired for high achool pur- 
peses, but of this group only three 
structures are to be built at this time. 
The three buildings will cost approxi- 
mately $45,000, the test of the $65,000 
bond tesue havink gone for the pur- 
chase of the grounds. The structures 
now being erected willbe joined by 
arcades and will present a continuous 
elevation of 300 feet frontage, The 
administration building will be in the 
center, the commercial bullding on 
the right and the ecience bullding on 
the left.

TRAGEDY OF AVIATION. 


The Pilot Blinded by an Exploding 

Shell Gaided the Machine by Dit- 

rection of Wounded Companion. 

{Boston Transcript:] One of the 
most dramatic incidents of the war, 
which occurred when the fighting in 
Flanders was at its height, is now 
related. A leutenant observer with a 
sergeant as pilot was ordered to lo- 
cate a German concealed battery 
whose fire had become extremely 
troublesome. They succeeded in |o- 
cating three batteries, although 
greeted by a perfect storm of shell, 
and then the HNeutenant shouted: “Our 
mrission is finished. Half turn, and 
quick about it.” 

“You bet I was not long in turn- 
ing.” said the pilot in telling the 
story. “But we had scarcely gone 
500 yards when the rain of shet and 
shell began harder than ever. The 
smoke enshrouded us so thickly that 
it was impossible to see twenty yards 
ahead. Out of this hell we were en- 
deavoring to rise when one shell bet- 
ter directed than the others burst just 
above our heads with a terrific crash. 

“For a moment I believed my brain 
had burst. Then the dense fog shut 
all the surrounding objects from view. 


Shut off the 
spark and volplane gently down.’ I 
heard no more, but soon after, at the 
end of a spiral. our landing wheels 
grated on the ground.” 

There was a murmur among the 
bystanders, who saw the pilot blind 
forever and the body of the leuten- 
ant, who had just breathed his last. 
But the pilot said, “All I regret is 
that I cannot do it again.” 


Paper Clothing for Winter. 
{Washington Star:] The value of 
the Japanese paper fabric “kamiko” 
for winter clothing was demonstrated 


by the Japanese soldiers when they; 
were compelled to undergo the hard- 
ships of a Siberian winter. All of 
them wore paper underwear and vests, 
and these are not only warmer, but 
more comfortable than flannels. The 
only objection to this kind of cloth- 
ing is that it is not washable; but 
this does not seem to be considered 
a drawback for military purposes; for 
the Russian army, profiting by what 
it learned from the little brown men 
in the Russo-Japanese war, is now 
making use of paper clothing in its 
winter campaign against Austria. 
Japanese firms in Yokohama are 
making most of this clothing for 
the Ruselans. 

The clothing called “kamiko” is 
made from a paper manufactured of 
the bark of the mulberry, tree. 
thin layer of silk wadding is placed 
between two sheets of the paper, and 
thé fabric ie then quilted, making a 
garment that will keep the body at a 
remarkably uniform temperature. 

These paper garments are not at all 
fragile, but wear well, and buttons 
may be sewed upon them in the or- 
cinary manner. In Japan a vest of 
this materia! retails for about $1, but 
in large quantities, as purchased for

“MODEL BILL” FAVORED BY 
LABOR. 

In the political campaign this fall 
in every State where members of the

mending, advising or persuading others 
so to do: or from paying or giving to, 
or withholding from, any person en- 
gaged in such dispute, any strike bene- 
fits or other moneys or things of value; 
or from assembling in a lawful maf- 
ner, and for lawful purposes; or from 
doing any act or thing which might 
lawfully Be done in the absence of such 
dispute by a single individual; nor shall 
any of the acts specified in this section 
be considered or held to he illegal or 
unlawful in any court in this State. 

Sect. 4. That the labor of a hu- 
man being is not a commodity, or 
article of commerce, and the right 
to enter into the relation of employer 
and employee, or to change that rela- 
tion: or to assume and create a new 
relation for employer and employee; 
or to perform and carry on business 
with any person in any place; or to do 
work and labor as an employee, shall 
be held and construed to be 4 per- 
sonal, and not a property richt. In 
all cases involving the violation of the 
contract of employment, either by the 
employee or employer where no ir- 
reparable damage is about to be com- 
mitted upon the property or property 
right of either, no injunction shall 
be granted, but the parties shall be 
left to their remedy at law. 

Sec. 5. No persons shall be indicted, 
prosecuted or tried in any court of 
this State for entering into or carry- 
ing on any arrangenent, agreement, 
or combination between themselves 
made with a view of lessening the 
number of hours of labor or increas- 
ing wages or bettering the condition 
of workingmen, or for any act done 
in pursuace thereof, unless such act 
is in itself forbidden by law if done 
by a single individual. 

WOULD ENACT A REJECTED 
PRINCIPLE. 


Sec. 4 of the proposed bill, it will 
be noted. amorg other things states 
that “to perform and carry on busi- 
nets with any person in any place 
shall be held and construed to be a 
personal and not a property right. 
Then this section goes on to say that 
“in all cases involving the violation of 
the contract of employment, either by 
the employee or employer, where no 
irreparable damage is about to be 
committed upon the property or prop- 
erty right of either, no injunction shall 
be granted, but the parties shall be 
left to their remedy at law.” 

This is a particularly significant part 
of the law, because it is nothing more 
than the inclusion of the principle of 
the old Pearre bill which Congress re- 
fused to pass. Substantially, it means, 
that there is no property right in 
what might be called the good wil} 
of a business, and if a business man 
had a disagreement with a unton the 
union might take such action as would 
practically destroy his business with- 
out destroying his physical property 
and no injunction could be issued to 
restrain them because, under the

It has been the aim of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor to secure the 
passage of this kind of bill by Con- 
gress, but they never have been able 
to do so and so a final attempt is 
now being made to secure both from 
Congress and from State legislatures 
the enactment of this measure. In 
the report of the preceedings of the 
American Federation of Labor. at the 
thirty-fourth annual convention, the 
committee on report of the execu- 
itive council, in discussing the Clayton 
anti-trust law. sald: 

Section 20 regulates the issuance of 
injunctions in labor disputes, and we 
regret that the distinction between

WAR AND INDUSTRY. 


Some Countries will Advance Faster 
than Others no Matter Whether 
Affected by War's Conditions. 

[New York Commercial:] War can- 
not produce presperity, but prosperity 
may exist in spite of war. When inter- 
national trade relations re-estab- 
lished some countries 1 advance 
faster than others. but those who gain 
the most will not necessarily be the 
victors in the struggle now going on 
in Europe. It is said in some quarters 
that the people cf Germany believe 
that they will be ore prosperous 
than ever if-they win this war. If this 
belief feally exists it is based on what 
followed the Franco-Prussian war, 
since which time Germany's foreign 
and domestic trade hag grown faster 
than that of any other country, while 
France did not prosper to the same 
extent. 

France was not only exhausted by 
that war and the heavy indemnity 
she had te pay, but she suffered a)- 
most incalculable losses in the follow- 
ing years through the destruction of 
her vines by the phylioxera. Two- 
thirds of the peop'e of France depend- 
: on the wine business for their 
l 


velihood. As this disease weakened 
and destroyed the vines production 
decreased and the quality cf the fa- 
mous wines of the Burgundy, Bor- 
deaux, Champagne. Rhone and other 
districts deteriorated. The fight 
seemed hopeless until Pasteur found 
a remedy in his famous Bordeaux 
mixture, and the vineyards were re- 
planted with hardy steck imported 
from America, on which the more 
delicate vines of France were grafted. 
France could not keep step with 
Great Britain Germany. Relgium and 
the United States until this damage 
to her greatest industry was repaired. 
It may fairly be argued that the phyl- 
lcxera did mdre harm than the Fran- 
eco-Prussian War as far ag her com- 
merce was concerned. 
Germany progressed in the last 
forty years, not because she had won 
two disaffected provinces and a bDil- 
lion dollars in cash, but Because the 
invention of the open hearth process, 
and other improvements in steel pro- 
duction, enabled her tc make good 
use of her low-grade iron ores and 
coal.

MUST WATCH CONGRESS. 


To Prevent Legislation Demanded 

by Unionites to Throttle Scientific 

Management and Length of Days. 

{The Iron Age:]. Manufacturers’ 
associations need td make their plans 
to circumvent labor législation in the 
next Congress alming to throttle the 
progress of scientific management. In 
the last days of the last Congress re- 
sort was had to the pernicious rider 
to enforce a prohibition against ex- 
penditures in government workshops 
for the time studies Mvolved in sys- 
tems of scientific management. ‘That 
these riders did not succeed fully In 
their intent was shown in the review 
of this legislation in the Iron Age of 
March 11. Little comfort. however, 
can be taken in the result, for the 
influence of the labor Interests «lows 
no waning and, In the opinion of close 
observers, will next be axerted to pro- 
hibit government purchases from pri- 
vate factories operated under scientific 
management. 

This is the feature of the labor pro- 
gramme which must be watched. So 
long as the fight was over the use of 
the stop-watch in arsenals and navy 
yards, there was no general interest 
among ,manvufacturers. The contest 
was between the legislative and ekecu- 
tive branches of the government, with 
exponents of the modern idea of Man- 
agement as the spectators, depending 
on the Senate to see that industrial de- 
velopment received no check. The 
futile resistance of the Senate is a 
matter of history. Legislation to put 
the stamp of government disapproval 
on stop-watch, routing and dispatch- 
ing methods in private shops will not 
be so easy. But the possibility of sue- 
cess, as in the .limitation of govern- 
ment purchases to goods made in 
eight-hour shops, points to ihe necea- 
sity for energetic action by manuface 
turers, not by convetition resolutions

Besides the information contained in 
the extracts published last Sunday, the 
annual report of the General Petrol- 
eum Company tells much that is of 
interest to Californians. For instance, 
few persons had been aware that the 
General Petroleum has had two ships 
under charter carrying oil on the At- 
lantic for more than a year past and 
getting the benefit of the high freight 
rates prevailing. 

Probably almost no one here who 
read of the loss of the Norwegian 
tanker, Belridge, in the North Sea 
through either a mine or a German 
submarine, ever suspected that this 
boat was chartered by a California 
company, the General Petroleum. The 
loss of the Belridge is not mentioned 
in the report, as it occurred too re- 
cently, but ite charter by the com- 
pany is. The Belridge and Maricopa 
are owned by a firm in Norway. 

Nor were many persons probably 
aware that the tankers Barneson and 
De Sabla are no longer in the com- 
pany'’s hire. They were chartered 
from Andrew Weir & Co. and the 
charges were higher than on the Nor- 
wegian ships and their tonnage was 
less. Mr. Weir served notice of the 
withdrawal of all four ships, but the 


company accepted this as to the 


Barneson and De Sabia. 

Mr. Weir was appointed marine di- 
rector of the company last year. It is

In sige the average mine is some 
four or five feet in diameter. It is 
charged with «a high explosive, mostly 
of the type known to experts as pic- 
rite explosives. The method by which 
it ie discharged is not the force of the 
blow with which the ship strikes it. 
The most common device is explosion 
by the completion of an electric cir- 
cult. In order to achieve this a cir- 
cult is set up with a certain gap in it. 
Somewhere inside the mine is a col- 
umn of mercury, the head of which is 
at one end of this gap in the circuit. 
As long as the mine remains upright 
or roughly upright the mercury is only 
jslightly affected. But when the pres- 
sure of an advancing, vessel coming in 
contact with the mine tilts it over the 
mercury also is tilted so as to come 
into contact with the other end of the 
gap in the electric circuit, the cir- 
cult is completed and the mine ex- 
plodes. 

Certain other mechanical devices 
are employed to make the mines safe 


them on board. Thus, for instance, 
an extra gap in the circuit is pro- 
vided by inserting two brass plates 
kept apart by some substance which 
melts in water. Not until the mine 
has been for some time in the sea 
will this substance disappear, allow- 
ing the brass plates to come to- 
gether and so set up the circuit com- 
pletely except for the final gap. Or 
again -there is a device which pre- 
vents two brass plates from coming 
into eontact until a certain pressure 
of water has been exercised upon a 
certain spot. In other words, until 
the mine has reached the proper dis- 
tance below the water the circuit is 
incomplete. 

The operation of “sweeping for 
mines,” which has also been several 
times referred to in the newspapers, 
depends chiefly upon the fact that the 
mines are moored, or at least have 
sinkers attached to the bottom by a 
cable. The sweeping is carried out 
by two ships steaming parallel with 
one another at some distance apart, 
with a wire rope between them. This 
rope is sunk in the séa at about the 
level to reach some distance below 
the mines. This repe. coming in con- 
tact with the cables of the mines, has 
the effect of tilting the latter over 80 
as to bring about the explosion. 

The danger of the operation is in 
the possibility of the ships engaged 
upon tt striking mines themsecives. 
There is no danger from the explo- 
sions of the mines by sweeping. It 
is astonishing how short a distance 
from a mine in the water is enough 
to secure safety. Even a distance of 
100 yards is said to be almost over- 
cautious. The cushion of water takes 
up the shock s® quickly the ships en- 
gaged in the operation can be ruerded 
to some extent against the danger of

TANGO DANCE CAME FROM 


LATIN AMERICA, - 


But was Reconstructed in Paris to 
Suit the Usages of Polite Society 
Dancing has Become More General 
than in Past Periods. 


[Cleveland Plain Dealer:) The 


tango craze may be exaggerated by 
report—at some of the largest balls 
the allowance of tangoes has deen 
smallest—but it clearly hae made 
stir in the dancing world comparable 
only to those caused on their introdtc- 
tion by the polka and the Waltz. Mr. 
Richepin has recently warned us not 
to despise the tango for its lowly orig- 
in. Most dances, he reminds *.«, start’ 
among the folk before they reach the 


ballroom. It may be added that by 
now réputable teachers’ of dancing 
have eliminated from the tango any 
traces of vulgarity which ft once pos- 


sensed and have thus done much to 


legitimatize ite success. This 
been partly due, no doubt, to novelty, 


as was the success of the walts and the 
polka. Youth, too, may not be adverse 


to a dance which gives an excuse for 
keeping toa single partner for the 
whole evening. It should be possible, 
however, to discern more special rea- 
sons for the popularity of the tango. 
These reasons will hardiy be dis- 
covered by studying the history of the 
dance.

LLEGED TEUTON 
OUTRAGES TOLD. 


A copy of the official report of the 
special commission appointed by the 
French government last January to in- 
vestigate the alleged Austro-German 
atrocities during the war was received 
in this city yesterday by friends of 
Capt. du Perier de Larsan, an officer 
of the Tenth Hussar Regiment, Army 
of France, now stationed “somewhere 
along the battle front.” Evidence con- 
tained in this report is based entirely 
upon the investigation in those parts 
of France and Servia that were once 
held by the Austrians and Germans, 
and later reconquered by the allied 
troops. Photographs accompany the 
report, and are said tO show facts of 
the Teutonic invasion. 


ln hig letter, with which he inclosed4 


the statement of the investigating com- 
mission, Capt. du Larsan explained the 
report had been accepted by his gov- 
ernment as absolute fact. 

“I can hardly believe it myself,” the 
officer wrote, “but from others whose 
‘word I would not doubt, I learn it is 
all too true.”

ESSENCE VERSUS BREADTH. 


A Diagnosis of Conditions Respectively Governing Stage Drama and 
Book Drama. Few Plays Strike Happy Medium,

some students of the 
\ ee drama asked me to-talk to 

them for half an hour laat 
Wednesday morning on the “Easence 
of the Actable Play,” I reflected that 
about all the good anyone gets from 
reading a play is the subjective effect, 
and I proceeded to broadly discuss the 
joy of the unactable play. 

You see, I can think a little, but I 
cannot act at all, and I know so many 
people who are in the same boat— 
not to speak of the large number who 
try to act when they can do neither— 

that I thought a good readable play 
ior have nothing whatever to do 
with the stage and still be of 
tremendous value as a separate sort 
of literature, affording a capital ve- 
hicle for the rough grouping of large 
chunks of raw and suggestive mental- 
iam, not in any shape for essays or 
novels, unless the author cared to 
flounder around ifke Nietzsche who 
had so much punch he didn't need any 
style, or send forth a cosmic downpour 
like Walt Whitman's, which spilled 
over until it was poetic essence and 
required no confines. Incidentally, 
there are many occasions where 
Robert Browning overflows the same 
wide measure.

three kinds of men who write plays. 
These are teachers and me- 
chanics. 

I have already mentioned Maeter- 
linck as a type of the artist. This 
class needs not be conscious of what 
they are doing.

Nitrat~s from the Air. 

In @ paper before the British Society 
of Chemical Industry, Mr. E. Kil- 
barn Scott remarked that the war 
has emphasized the importance of 
starting in Great Britain the manu- 
facture of nitrates from the at- 
mosphere by electric power, and de- 
scribed a new type of furnace he has 
ed with three electrodes at- 
tached to insulators, spaced 120 deg. 
apart. Essentially a three-phase fur- 
nace using the electric energy ex- 
actly as generated, it gives three arc 
flames within one furnace wall, and 
also for a given periodicity of sup- 
ply thrice as many arcs in a giver 
time as would be the case with single- 
phase. The three phases give a com- 
j bined flame of conical shape, which 
is hotter than if the same energy 
were expended in three separate fur- 
naces, because the latter have only a 
single flat flame, and the radiation 
losses are much greater. The greater 
bulk of the three-phase flame also 
enables more air to come into con- 
tact with it. As compared with three 
single-phase furnaces, the first cost, 
the attendance cost, and the main- 
tenance cost are all lower. The 
space occupied is also much less, and 
there ia less brickwork, ironwork, 
foundations, pipings, etc. There are 
only three electrodes, as compared 
with six for three single-phase fur- 
naces, and this considerably simpli- 
fies the electrical and water connec- 
tions and the renewal of electrodes. 
Three arcs together help to maintain 
each other, ‘because current is always 
flowing in one or other of the phases.

A Problem that Follows the Ship- 
ments of Horses from the United 
States to France. 

{Manchester Guardian:] A French 
writer tells a quaint story of the war. 
He says that the English cavalry in 
France found themselves in 
sion of a number of horses which 
were not found suitable for cavalry 
work. By arrangement with the 
French government they sold them 
off to French peasants for agricultur- 
al work. The farmers were delighted; 
though the horses were ‘hot adapted 
for cavalry work, they were better 
than they had been accustomed to 
have for farm work. But when they 
came to work them a difficulty arose. 
The horses did not understand 
French. When addressed with “Hue!” 
or a “Dial” (which ts idiomatic 
French for “gee up!” and “way, 
whoa!) they did not budge. No doubt 
carters in France, as in England, 
have a whole vocabulary of horse- 
talk. Apart from the starting and 


stopping, there are special cries

EL PASO (Tex.) May &8.—The De- 
partment of Agriculture, . it was an- 
nounced today, has tssued an order 
prohibiting the importation of Mexi- 
can meat through border points. This 
action is reported to have. resulted 
from complaints lodged by American 
cattlemen that their stock had been 
stolen from ranches in Mexico.

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF THE KAISER. 


A Candid and Searching Study of His Sentiments and 
His Obsession. 
BY. OR. MORTON PRINCE,

Therefore, whether or not one 
agrees with the statements he makes in “The Psychology of the Kaiser,” what 
he does say therein psychologically about the German Emperor is of peculiar

N THE psychology of the Kaiser there is nothing that is more dominant 
than his unceasing and virulent antipathy to a great body of citizens 
constituting no less one-third of his empire—the Social Democrats. 
We have all read of aiser’s hatred of this party. We have read the 
tly hurled at them and of hié antipathy to their 
creeds. “Traitors,” “a plague that must be exterminated,” “a horde of men 
unworthy to bear the name of Germans,” “foes to the country and empire,” 
“people without a country and enemies of religion,” He has called them. 

To a delegation of striking miners he said: “For me every Social Demo- 
crat is synonymous with an enemy of the empire and of his country. If, 
therefore, I believe that there are any socfalist tendencies in the movement 
(the strike of 100,000 men) stirring up to unlawful resistance, I shall act with 
merciless rigour, and bring to bear all the power at my disposal—which is 
great.” Again: “ the doctrines of the Social Democrats are not 


-| only opposed to the commandments of God and Christian morality, but are 


also altogether unpractical, being equally injurious to the individuals and the 
whole community.” 

So violent is the hatred of the Kaiser towards this party that he even 
has thought it might come to suppressing it by the army. “For you,” he said 
to the young soldiers at Potsdam, “there is only one foe, and that is my foe. 
In view of our present Socialist troubles, it may come to this, that I command 
you to shoot down your own relatives, brothers, and even parents, in the 
streets, which God forbid; but then you must obey my orders without a 
murmur.” 

Why so much feeling? Why such recurrent outbursts of anger and 
hatred against a political party which in numbers was twice as large as any 
other single party in the empire, a party which in 1912 cast 4,250,000 votes” 
and which was represented in the German Parliament in 1912 by 110 mem- 
bers—the representatives of over 21,000,000 subjects, nearly one-third of the 
total population. 

These are strong words of the Kaiser's I have quoted. They are not 
mere invectives uttered during the heat of a political campaign. They are 
not to be classed with those emotional! castigations with which political stump 
speech orators, working themselves up to a state of passionate indignation. 
flay their adversaries and which are promptly forgotten as soon as the cam- 
paign is ended—albeit the Kaiser is essentially a stump-speech orator. We 
have all learned not to take seriously the ephemeral indignation of the political 
orator. But the Kaiser's denunciation of the Social Democrats is the expres- 
sion of an antipathy which is fixed, deep-rooted, persistent, and is a part of 
his personality, for it has manifested itself in the form of recurrent attacks 
of anger and hatred ever since he came to the throne, twenty-seven years 
ago. It is like unto an obsessing idea, common enough, which, fixed deep 
down in the mind, rises in consciousness whenever its object presents itself. 

A Dread of Momentous Practica! Consequences. 

Fixed antipathies are always, for the psychologist, objects of interesting 
study, for others, even in an Emperor, they are little more than matters of 
intellectual curiosity unless the antipathy is one of practical! political import, 
one that affects the policies of government and the course of history. Then, 
by a study of the underlying causes of this obsessing idea we not only can 
obtain an insight into important components of the psychology of a great 
historical character, but we should expect to find the true motives which 
have determined those policies of government and the course of history 
which have been the direct result of the antipathy. 

And, in fact, the Kaiser's dread of the Social Democrats has had mo- 
mentous practical consequences. It is aeafe to say that it has been more than 
any other single factor the motive which has determined him to maintain 
against the progressive spirit of modern civilization the present autocratic 
system of government, to resist al] liberal attempts to change the constitu- 
tion so as to give responsible representative government to the people, and 
to defend what he claims as his prerogatives. It has determined tyrannous 
measures which have suppressed freedom of speech and of the press, and 
banefully oppressed the liberty of the German people. I refer to the law of 
lese majeste. 

This law, a return to the feudalism of the Middle Ages, is the means the 
Kaiser employs to punish those who talk back. He may insult his subjects, 
¢all them all manner of names, misrepresent their principles, their purposes 
and ideals, extite animosity against them “as enemies to the country and 
religion,” but if they answer back they are met by the law of lese majeste; 


as 
and this law is enforced, as every one knows, with merciless severity to 


suppress political opponents. 

To this antipathy of the Kaiser may also be traced in large part respons!- 
bility for the consolidation of the autocratic and military party in Germany. 
For, by suppressing the political power of the only militant party that has 
opposed this autocracy, the Kaiser has been enabled to solidify his power 
and entrench himself with his army as the dominating political force which 
has determined the foreign policies of the empire. It is safe to say that if 
the democracy had been in power, or if Tie constitutional system of govern- 
ment had been such that the Social Democratic party in and out of the 
Reichstag could have made its influence felt, the foreign and military policies 
and methods of the government would have been far different, and there 
would have been no war. Germanism and pan-Germanism would not have 
threatened the world. More than this, it is impossible, I believe, for any one 
to study the internal politics of Germany without arriving at the firm con- 
viction that the elimination of German militarism for which the war is being 
waged, and, therefore, the hope of permanent world peace, must rest upon 
the German democratic party. From this viewpoint the study of the Kaiser's 
antipathy for the Social Democratic party offers a most fruitful psychological 
study. 

Why, then, I repeat, so much feeling when the Kaiser thinks of the 
Social Democratic party? Why such dread of it, why such anger? Why such 
a personal attitude? To explain it on the ground of differences in political 
principles, as a politica] antipathy intensely expressed in terms of an ittense 
emotional personality, is a superficial and inadequate psychological] explana- 
tion, although it is commonly satisfying as a political explanation. The two 
are not synonymous. The reason for this distinction will appear as we 


proceed. 
is the Kaleer “Talking Out of His Pocket”? 
Now it is probable, owing to a psychological law, that when strong emo- 


| tion, out of all apparent proportion to the cause, is excited by some object, 


that object has struck some sentiment, a “complex” of ideas and emotions 
deeply rooted in the personality, but not squarely admitted and faced by 
con ess. Examples of this we see every day. A strong protectionist 
inveighs with intense anger against the principle of free trade and the po- 
litical party that advocates this principle in its platform. The reason he 
consciously gives is. the economic disadvantage which, he apprehends, will 


result to the country at large. 


opinion, it is not the real reason for this emotion—his anger and his invec 
tives. These are due to the fact that the free-trade doctrine strikes a chord 
within him which resonates with selfish fear for his own business interests, 
and the reaction of this chord is anger. In other words, to use a homely 
phrase, while apparently speaking from the viewpoint of political principles, 
he is really “talking out of his pocket.” But he does not squarely face, and 
perhaps is only half-conscious or entirely unconscious of, this fact. This 
selfish viewpoint is his “unconscious attitude of mind.” 

Is the Kaiser's antipathy to the Social Democrats merely the expression 
of an academic disbelief in Marxian principles of socialism and a disbelief in 
the practicability of such principles if applied by the state to political govern- 
ment? Or are these only ostensible reasons for bis antipathy’? If the latter, 
a study of the Kaiser's mind ought to reveal deep-rooted sentiments of an- 
other kind which will explain this emotional reaction. But in that case, for 


a complete explanation, we must inquire what there is that is peculiar in the 


But, though this may be a reason, or, rather, one reason for his political | peo 


political tenets of the social democ- 
racy that touches the sentiments 
and excites the reaction. In other 
words, it is a question of the why. 

These questions rise above a banal 
curlosity to inquire into a peculiar 
personal dislike of an Emperor, how- 
ever that might be justified by the 
exalted world position which he oc- 
cuples. They are important in that, 
if pursued, they may lead to a deeper 
understanding of his personality, and 
they may unfold both his viewpoint 
of government as exemplified by the 
German system, and the antagonistic | 
viewpoint of the German democracy, 
which for many years has been striv- 
ing against the power of the Emperor 
to force its ideals and aspirations up- 
on the autocracy that rules Germany. 
The Kaiser's Prerogative to be Re- 

sponsible Only wo Himeeif. 

Let us go back to the year 1888, 
when the Kaiser canmte to the throne 
In his very first speech to the Prus- 
sian Diet he proclaimed with notice- 
able emphasis that he was “firmly re- 
solved to maintain intact and guard 
from all encroachment the chartered 
prerogatives of the crown.” It was 
noticed that he laid marked stress on 
these words, so that it was publicly 
commented upon by those who heard 
him. This intention to defend his 
prerogatives the Kaiser has consist- 
ently maintained ever since, and more 
than once has proclaimed. 

What are the “prerogatives” about 
which the Kaiser took the very first 
opportunity to warn Germany and 
about which he has been so tena- 
clous? They can be briefly stated. 

In the first place, we must know, it 


responsible to the people or to Parlia- 
ment, but only to himself. He does 
not derive his power from either, but 
he reigns by his own right* This is 
his prerogative. Furthermore, he not 
only reigns, but it is his prerogative 
to govern. The King of England 
reigns, but, as has so often been said, 
he does pot govern. 

In the second place, it is the Kai- 
ser’s prerogative to appoint a Chan- 
cellor to help him govern. He has 
no cabinet nor board of advisors. The 
Chancellor is responsible only to the 
Em peror. 

A third prerogative is to appoint 
the ministers, the heads of the great 
departments—Navy, Foreign Affairs, 
Colonies, ete.—who are under the 
Chancellor. Thus, all executive pow- 
er resides in the Kaiser. Parliament 
has none. We may say it is the Kai- 
ser's prerogative to be the administra- 


tion. 

A fourth prerogative is to be com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and to 
have absolute authority ever the 
forces of the army both in peace and 
in war. (Art. 63 of the Constitution.) 
It is his prerogative to “determine 
the numerical strength, the organiza- 
tion, and the divisional contingents of 
the imperial army; also to appoint 
all superior officers (Art. 64.) That 
the Kaiser regards this as one of his 


most cherished prerogatives, the 
world well knows. 
A fifth end ingly powerful 


prerogative is to appoint and control 
seventeen members of the upper 
house—the Bundesrath or Federal 
Council—the most powerful upper 
house in the world. The Kaieer thus 
has the votes—only fourteen being 
required to defeat any amendment to 
fhe Constitution, and in practice he 
has always controlled a majority of 
the Council, which has been the crea- 
ture of the Kaiser throughout its hijs- 
tory. With the consent of the Coun- 
cil, he can declare war, but, as the 
Council is a lady of easy consent, this 
limitation need not bear hardly, and 
the wooing need be but short and 


t. 
7 sixth tive is to initiate 
all legisia , although indirectly, 
through his controlled Federal Coun- 
cll, of which the Chancellor is presi- 
dent. The lower house. the RKeich- 
stag, elected by the people, cannot 
initiate legislation, so well Bis- 
marek fix the Constitution for the 
benefit of Prussia and the Kaiser. All 
meastres must originate in the up- 
per house, which can also veto them 
when amended in the Reichstag, and 
can dissolve the latter (with the Kai- 
ser’'s consent) if it doesn’t like its 
ways. (Think of the House of Lords 
dissolving the Commons!) The Kai- 
ser has thus very great power in con- 
trolling legislation. The Reichstag. 
however, can refuse to vote supplics 
and to pase measures favored by the 
Kaiser. The elected representatives 
of the people can thus talk, resolve 
and criticise, and refuse to follow the 
Kaiser. and thus create a public opin- 
ion which he may or may not dare to 
oppose, but they can do little more. 
The Divine Right Delusion. 

Finally, the Kaiser claims that his 
prerogative to govern is derived from 
God, cranted by the Almighty to his 
house, the House of Hohenzollern. 
This is far from being meant as & 
figure of speech or mere rhetoric, or 
an allegorical expression of religious 
responsibility for duties to be per- 
formed. It is @ deep, all-abiding be- 
lief and principle of action. It is 
dificult for us Americans of the 
twentieth century fully to grasp this 
belief in a present-day man of boast- 
e4 culture, from whom we expect 
common sense. We may laugh at it, 
but In its practical consequences it is 
no laughing matter. It ts funda- 
mental to the Kaiser's viewpoint and 
to an understanding of his attitude 
towards his subjects and the world. 

Another sovereign derives his right 
to reign, if not to govern, from the 
constitution of his country, which 
mearis, in the last analysis, by con- 
tract with his people. But the Ger- 
man Emperor refuses to acknowledge 
any responsibility to the people, or any 
dependence upon the people or the 
Constitution, or contract, for his right 
to govern. He derives this right di- 
rectly from God. . Whatever rights 
and powers the people possess de- 
acend from the Kalser, who grants 
them through the Constitution: the 
rights and powers of the Kaiser do 
not ascend from the people, as in a 
democracy. The of ir- 
responsible hereditary power in one 
those appointed by him is 
plainly an autocracy. 

This doctrine of Divine Right, then, 
is one of the prerogatives, if not in 
his mind the great prerogative,— 
which the Kaiser announced he was 
resolved to defend. And it does not 
belong to the present Kaiser alone, 
but was p , as he claims, by his 
long line of ancestors of the House of 
Hohenzoliern, and will descend to his 
successors of this House. It is the pre- 
rogative of his House. 

“Tt i# the tradition of our House,” 
ihe announced, “that we, the Hohen- 
zolderna, regard ourselves as appoint- 
ed by God to govern and to lead the 
ple whom it is given us to rule, for 
their well-being and the advance- 
ment of their material and intellectual 
interests.” And again: “I look upon 
the people and nation handed on to 
me as a responsibility conferred upon 
me by God; and that it is, as is writ- 
ten in the ible, my duty to increase 
this heritage, for which one day I 
shall be called upon to give an ac- 
count; those who try to interfere with 
my task I shall crush.” 

Thie claim as German Emperor, or 
as King of Prussia, has been an- 
nounced again and again by the 
Kaiser.

From a psychological point of view 
it does not matter—any more than it 
signified anything to the Kaiser and 
his grandfather—that as a matter of 
fact the first ruling Hohenzollern of 
Brandenburg, Frederick I, acquired 
hig title to “the crown” by taking and 
foreclosing a mortgage on the prov- 
ince—and a rather poor title at that, 
as there was already a mortgage on 
the property which it was convenient 
to repudiate. Perhaps royal second 
mortgages—like marriages—are made 
in heaven and thus they become “divine 
rights." What does psychologically 
matter is that the present Kaiser has 
persuaded himself, forgetting all 
about this business transaction, that 
his early Hohensollern Shylock (in 
foreclosing the mortgage) “felt within 
himself the call to journey to this 
land” of Brandenburg,—plainly a di- 
vine call—and “was convinced that

How, in this age, a man who has 
shown such marked ability. in certain 
directions can be such a fool—I mean 
psychologically, of course—as to per-

Jusions of insane people. 

Our conscious thoughts are much 
more .determined by subconscious 
processes, of which we are unaware, 
than we realize. One great popular 
delusion is that our minds are more 
exact logical instruments than they 
really are, and we stand in awe of thé 
minds of great men, thinking that 
they are superior in all other direc- 
tions of their activities where they

Helmholtz said of the eye that it 
was such an imperfect optica] instru- 
ment that, if an instrument-maker

He 
might have said the same thing of the 
human mind. It is a very imperfect 
instrument of thought. All we can 
say of it is, that, though a poor thing, 
it is the best we can get. The deeper 
insight we get into the mechaniam of 
the human mind, the poorer thing it 
appears as an instrument of precision. 
Thé German Autocracy and the Army. 

The practical upshot of this whale 
German system of government, in 
which imperial prerogatives and an im- 
potent opera bouffe Reichstag are es- 
sential ingredients, is that the Kaiser

*, not of the people. by the - 
ple. The Kaiser's point of view of his 
own place in the state is shown by 
some of his sayings: "There its only one 
master in this country—I am he. and 
I will not tolerate another.” “There is 
no law but my law; there is no wil! but 
my will,” he told his soldiers, and “The 
King’s will is the highest 
wrote in the Golden Book of Munich. 
And so, as a German professor, Lud- 
wig Gorlitt, has said: “He regards his 
people, the masses, as children not yet 
of age, and thinks the government 
competent to prescribe the course of 
their social and cultural development— 
a profound and fata! mistake aA 
medieval idea.” 

Autocracy -makes for efficieicy, but 
it also makes for the suppression of 
the aspirations of the people and self- 
government. 

But if the Kaiser, the bureaucracy 
and an emasculated parliament were 
the whole system of government, au- 
tocracy would be incomplete. The sys- 
tem would crumble away as by an 
earthquake when democracy became 
successful at the polis. The system, 
therefore, must be supported by pow- 
er of some kind. Behind the German 
autocracy is the army, under the ab- 
solute control of the Kaiser. “Consid- 
ering myself as the instrument of the 
Lord, without heeding the views and 
opinions of the day, I go my way,” 
said William II at Koenigsberg five 
years ago. Upon the army the Kaiser 
depends fdr the security of his rule. 
The army is the power behind the 
throne. As one writer remarks: ‘The 
army is the foundation of the social 
structure of the empire.” ** 


“Relying upon the army, and trust- 
ing in God,” the Kaiser declared, “I 
began my reign, knowing well that the 
army is the main tower of strength for 
my country, the main pillar supporting 
the Prussian throne, to which God in 
his wisdom had called me.” 

“The soldier and the army,” he said 
in 1891, “not parliamentary majorities 
and decisions, have welded together 
the German empire. My confidence is 
in the army—as my grandfather said 
at Coblenz: “These are the gentlemen 
on whom I can rely.’ ” 

‘nd eeain, asserting his belief In 
military force as the means upon which 
ine empire must rely to accomplish its 
ends at home and abroad, he quoted 
the saying of Fredericy William I: “Tf 
one wishes to decide something in this 
world, it is not the pen elone that will 
do it if unsupported by the power of 
the sword.” 


The Kaiser's Sentiments. 


With the meaning of all these pre- 
rogatives in mind, let us look a bit 
more closely into the psychology ot 
the Kaiser. In doing so, let us bear In 
mind that in the doctrine of divine 
right we see developed in the Kaiser 
a strong sentiment of the most per- 
sonal kind, of birhtright-——of self-in- 
terest. And besides this, in all the other 
prerogatives which the Kaiser has so 
defiantly resolved to defend against a!) 
encroachments, we also have senti- 
ments of n, of rights pertain- 
ing to self. All these. sentiments are 
bound up with a consciousness of his 
own personality, a ‘“self-regarding” 
sentiment—with his ego. 

And there is a great deal of ego, 
of consciousness of his ego, in the 
Kaiser's personality. Perhaps his ene- 
mies would say, as was said of the 
great ourang-outang, Bimi, in Kipling’s 
tale—Bimi, who also wishes to crush 
his enemies in furious outbursts of 
jealous rage—"there is too much ego 
in his cosmos.”

give the idea impulsive force. 

In the personality of every human 
being—and the same is true of ani- 
mals—there are a number, of emo- 
jonal instinets. These instincts are 
characterized by a particular emo- 
tion which each. possesses and may be 
named indifferently for our present 
purposes either after the emotion it- 
self or after the biological aim which 
the instinct serves. Every person, for 
instance, possesses a pugnacity Jnstinct 
of which the emotion is anger. 
such instincts are fear, parental feel- 
ing, disgust, curiosity, self-assertion, 


self-abasement, reproduction, and so 


on. All suth instincts have a biciogi- 


eal function in that they serve either 


to protect, like anger and fear, from 


danger against enemies and prevent 


the extinction of the individual and 
the species, or, like the parental 


ty instinct, to acquire knowledge an4 
learn by experience, and so on. EXmo- 
tion, as the very word itself indicates, 
moves us, i. e., it is a force that im- 
pels towards some end, and the emo- 
tion of each instinct carries to ful- 


fillment. * 
When an emotion == instinct) 
has been excited by object, 


whether it be a material thing like 
a snake, or another person, or seme- 
thing mental—an idea of a material 
t or a thought as of a possible 


danger to the individual, or of a po- 
litical principle—the emotion may be- 
come so associated with and bound to 


the object that whenever the object 


is presented in consciousness the emo- 
tion is excited by the same object. 


Thus, a person may acquire a fear of 


snakes, or thunderstorms, or hatred of 
a person. Two or more emotional in- 


stincts may be thus associated with a 


given idea as their object. 


Now, when an idea always excites 
one or more emotions, so that the idea 


is always accompanied by the same 
emotional! reaction, the whole is called 
a sentiment. Thus we have the sen- 


child, of hatred of a tyrant, of dis- 
gust for a vicious person, of pride of 
seif, and so on. Practically, paycho- 
logical analysis shows that the or- 


ganization of a sentiment is more 


complicated than such a simple as- 
sociation would make it, and 
sen 


mental experiences of an emotional 
kind. This is expressed by popular 
language when we say a given senti- 
ment is deeply rooted in a person's 
personality. The mechanism as I 
have stated it, however, is sufficiently 
accurate for our purpose. The emo- 
tions serve to give their ideas great 
intensity and driving force for ac- 


n. 
With these general principles in 
mind, one has only to read the 
Kaiser's speeches to recognize that his 
ideas of himself and of his preroga- 
tives, which he jealously defends, are 
organized with instinctive emotions of 
great intensity—emotions belonging to 


of and pride and self- 
aséertion (of self-display) and pug- 
nacity and vengeful emotion and 


jealousy. These ideas are therefore 
sentiments deeply fixed and organized 
im his personality, and given great 
driving force by thelr emotions which 
tend to carry them to activity and 
fruition. Hence it is that the Kaiser's 
sentiments of himeelf and his preroga- 
tives exhibit great intensity of feeling 
and determine his conduct to asert 
his rights and to exercise and enjoy 
them by being his own chancellor and 
ruling the army and en pire, and, if 


he| need be, to defend them most vigor- 


ously. 
The Kaiser's Inordinate Self-regarding 
Sentiment. . 

But we must leave these traits of the 
Kaiser's personality for the immediate 
issue of our study. One sentiment, 
however, ought to be considered more 
intimately if certain of his most no- 
torious peculiarities are to be under- 
stood. I refer to what has been called 
the “self-regarding”™ sentiment. Every 
person pogsesses such a sentiment, al- 
though it varies according to the in- 
gredients that enter into it. Prof. 
Williarh McDougall, one of the most 
eminent of contemporary psycholog- 

has analysed the sentiment and 
attributes it to the biological instincts 
of self-assertion and self-abasement 
compounded in varying proportions 
with the idea of self. (These instincts 
are common to animals as well as 
men abd have a biological end.) We 
thus get different types. When the 
first instinct of self-assertion—also 
called seif-display—with its emotion 
of positive gelf-feeling is the chief in- 
atinct, then we have a type in which 
pride is the main characteristic of the 
idea of self. When the second instinct 
(with the emotion of negative self- 
feeling) is happily blended in the 
sentiment, we have a type of self-re- 
spect. To fllustrate the former type, 
Prof. McDougall (Social Psychology) 
draws the character of an imaginary 
prince in whom the, first instinct is 
the dominating one. His picture per- 
fectly represents the 

The inordinate cultivation the 
of the self-regarding senti- 
ment with the unalloyed instinct of 
self-display, also explains, psycho- 
logically, the manifestations of cer- 
tain traits which have amazed the 
world. I mean his colossal vanity as 
manifested by his fondmess for dress- 
ing himself up in all sorts of uni- 
forms, and constantly his 
costumes—<n occasions ag often a# 
five or six times in a single day, and 
even during the course of a court 
reception; hfs fondness for having 
himself photographed or painted, or 
his portrait made as busts, litho- 
graphs, medals, bas reliefs, always 
posing in heroic attitudes*** for 
the purpose (there are thousands cf 
photographs of him,) and not only as 
himself but tn the heroic character of 
a Roman Emperor mounted on a4 
charger, and again in imitation of 
the Mmperor Charlemagne. It ex- 
plains his self-assumption to be an 
artist—a painter, a musician, a com- 
peeer, an architect, an art critic, a 
preacher, and heaven knows what 
else. It also gives a peychological ex- 
planation of hie inability to stand 
personal criticiam, and for hig vain 
obtuseness in not being able to un- 
derstand how anyone should not look 
upon him excepting with reverent 
awe. 

One cf hie subjects had been sen- 
tenced to pfison for hinting some- 
thing disrespectful about his sov- 
ereign. “William was genuinely 
amazed that such an unnatural crime 
could ever have been committed. He 
‘read and reread the’ papers in the 
case with the closest attention.” and 
finally said to the waiting official: ‘It 
would seem that this man hitherto | 
has not been a criminal—son of re- 
spectable parents, himself in a re- 
spectable walk of life, with a gcod 
education. And yet-——-how do you ex- 
plain this—this insult to the anoint- 
ed of the Lord? Strange! Strange!’ ”

I merely wish now to point out that 
it is the extreme type of this senti- 
ment that is responsible for many of 
hig extravagances of speech and ac- 
tion, and that it part, as we 
shall see, in his reactions to democ- 
racy.

After the Whiffen Executive Com- 
mittee had finished the house-clean- 
ing task eat headquarters in the 
Merchants’ Trust Building yesterday. 
that political institution resembled 
the rendezvous of the Clean Sweep 
League, except that the league is 
now defunct and the Whiffen head- 
quarters aré not, by any means. . 

Counciiman Snowden wound up 4 
rather successful day by remaining 
a6 campaign manager for Mr. Whif- 
fen, but there was a shake-up all 
down the line that rattled a lot of 
the dry bones,/wh'ch became even 
more desiccated during the primary 

E. E. Leighton.was dropped from 
the lofty pinnacie of chairman of the 
Campaign Committee, and that pos'- 
tion, ag well as the committee, be- 
came a pert of the Executive Com- 
mittee. T. D. Huff, who protruded 
his presence into headquarters for 
the first time since he tagged to the 
tail of Congressman Stephens's land- 
slide, was jarred from contact with 
the job called secretary. 

Will H. Fischer, who had been 
confidential man,;to Mr. Snowden, 
moved up a peg and now wears the 
official title of secretary. Pitt Hand 
will continue to handle the publicity 
and keep the dignified candidate hop- 
Ping between poses for photographs. 

SON-IN-LAW ORGANIZER. 

The most radical change that the 
Executive Committee made yesterday 
was to name Paul Fletcher precinct 
organizer. Mr. Fietcher is the son- 
in-law of President Whiffen, and this 
relationship gives .}be committee ev- 
ery reason to believe that he will 
be loyal to the end. 

Mr. FPiletcher has had no experi- 
ence tin such matters, but is \« argued 
by members of the Executive Com- 
mittee that he cannot possibly be 
worse than the precinct organizer 
prior to the primary. That worthy. 
it is eaid, consisted of several au- 
thoritative persons who quibbled over 
the prominence of their positions 
and asa consequence made no pre- 
cinct organization whatever, except 
that which Mr. Fischer saved from 
the wreck in last few days. 

The shakeup also rattled Jar 
down the pay roll, the reverberations 
and echoes of which rattling were 
heard by the most menial cohort.

The loss of Counctiman Snowden 
aia not appeal to W. M. Humphreys, 
Lorin Handley, Mr. Fischer, and 
some others. They retained his va!l- 
uable services and suggested that he 
produce more effective results at the 
general election than he did at the 
primary. 

Counciiman Snowden, secure in his 
ob, went to his brother's ranch near 

kersfield and will remain there 
until] the middle of the week, when 
there will be something doing in 
campaigning. 

Meanwhile, it is said, Son-in- 
law Fletcher will put a force of pre- 
cinct workers Into the field and try 
to organize a little matter of 446 


voting precincts. 

At Sebastian headquarters, Cam- 
paign Manager McAleer announced 
that there will be no reorganization, 
but rather an extension of the work- 
ing force, and that additiona] rooms 
will be added to the headquarters 
Meanwhile, he says, he will rest un- 
til the middle of the coming week 
and then hit up a pace that will 
make them all sit up and take cog- 
nizance.

. The primary 
election developed 
two big crops— 
the soreheads and 
the I-told-you-so’s. 
The latter are 
probably in the 
majority. The in- 
mdifferent voter is 
the most numer- 
ous fellow in town, 
Yor out of a regis- 
tration of slightly more than 200,000 
only 72,000 persons voted. This is 36 
per cent. of the voting strength of Los 
Angeles. 

I don’t believe that more than $2500 
changed hands on the election, and 
the fact that so little mon@y was 
placed is prima facie evidence that 
our sporting blood is thinning out. 
Yet. while only a few dollars were 
traded on opinions, there arose on 
Wednesday morning a mighty crop of 
men who knew ali the time that Chief 
Sebastian would iead 6 primary 
ticket. Never before have so many 
cocksure men in Los Angeles failed 
to back their cocksureness. 

The soreheads are to be divided into 
two classes—the class that voted for 
anyone to beat Mr. Whiffen and the 
class that wouldn't vote for Chief Se- 
bastian under any circumstances. 
Those who followed Messrs. Allen, 
Casselman, Criewell and McCallum to 
defeat are not yet ready to say where 
they wil] be when June | arrives, and, 
like as not, many of them will not go 
to the polls at all. 

And I don't agree with some of the 
savants who say that the women put 
Chief Sebastian across. An analysis 
of the vote doesn’t show anything of 
the sort. East of Main street Sebas- 
tiap ran far ahead of his competitors, 


and he more than broke even in Hol- 
lywood, the Westlake and Wilshire 
districts, while the north, the south 
and southwest rolled up big pluralities 
for him. The detailed vote shows that 
Chief Sebastian was a winner in near- 
ly every section of the city, and par- 
ticularly in the industrial and down- 
town districta. 

The important question now to be 
decided ia whether Mr. Whiffen or 
Mr.. Sebastian will abéorb the vote of 
their four primary opponents. Cer- 
tainly, Chief Sebastian will have elit- 
tle difficulty in corraling the Cassel- 
man and McCallum vote, which is not 
to be sniffed at, since it totals 9000. 
He will get some of the Allen vote, 
very likely, but most of it will go to 
the venerable president of the Coun- 


The Criswell vote probably will be 
split between the two, with President 
Whiffen probably getting a slight ad- 
vantage. Most of the true Socialists 
will not vote at all or will write 
names in. 

There is no dieguising the fact that 
the Whiffen cohorts are mightily dis- 
appointed at the small vote for their 
candidate. Two years ago he = 
ceived over three times that number 
in Ais race for the Council. If he 
does it again he will be elected. for 
not more than 80,000 votes will. be 
cast at the election, according to pres- 
ent indications. 

Natugally, the Sebastian forces are 
quite jubilant over the primary vote. 
If Chief Sebastian is acquitted prior 
to the election his friends! confidently 
expect that total to be doubled. 
Speaking for myself, I believe there 
will be a battle royal between the 
two men and that there will be no 
great amount of interest—-that Is, no 
amount great enough to bring out 
over 50 per cent. of the total vote. 

I have before me a little campaign 
card, upon the beck of which is writ- 
ten: 

Sebastian, first—easy. 

Whiffen. second—poor. 

Allen, third. 

Criswell, fourth. 

Casselman, fifth. 

McCallum, also ran. 

Total vote, 71,000. 

[Signed] Henry Laub, the day be- 
fore. 

All of which {* a reminder that one 
of our foremost political prophets is 
Col Laub. Mr. Laub came from Ken- 
tucky a number of years ago and pald 
the excess on the colonel. bestowed 
upon him by a Kentucky Governor, 
which hints at political astuteness on 
the part of Mr. Laub, back in the 
Bivegrass State. Also," he brought 
along a number of special Kentucky 
brews and dews, and has been dis- 
pensing them in wholesale lots ever 
since. 

I found the colonel in the Statewide 
prohibition campaign last fall. The 
day before election he wrote down a 
figure. représenting the wet majority 
in the State. He missed the actual 
majority by only a few thousand votes. 
In other ways he hes exhibited an 
uncanny foresight. so that when he 
forecast the recent primary by naming 
the contestants for Mayor in their 
finishing order, I was not surprised. 

The colonel has a system of gauging 
public sentiment that ts as old as the 
hills, and quite as true. He doesn't 
care what the cigar store habitues say, 
nor does he hold his barber's opinion 
worth while. He hirés a number of 
women to go out among the depart- 
ment stores and the homes and he 
relies on what they tell him. Most 
always they are right. 

As a result of his well-known abil- 
ity along this line, Col. Laub ts dally 
holding court in his modest office, to 
which shrine come politicians of high 
and low degree. Sometimes candidates 
for the Council bask in the sunlight 
of his wisdom and occasionally there 
drops in a gumshoe man for a cor- 
poration. and every political writer in 
town the 
“beat. Politically, he unknown— 
what do you think of that? And he 
wouldn't accept a political job! 

“T’'m the guy.” sald a Councilmanic 
candidate on his literature. This im- 
preasive exposition of his qualifications 
for the Council landed him in fifty- 
third place In a field of seventy-four. 


Again, it must be argued that the 
people don’t know what they are vot- 
ing for: although poor Billy Bryant 
had been dead a fortnight, and it was 
publicly known, he received 12,000 
votes. 


Estelle Lawton Lindsey and Clara 
Shortridge Foltz wore no hobble 
skirts in the primary campaign, else 
they could not have made such long 
strides and shown so much speed.

After all of you have had your 
say-s0, I submit that Col. John W. 
Snowden, a beaming Councilman, is an 
excellent politician. As campaign 
manager for President Whiffen his vir- 
tue as a leader cannot be judged by 
resuits, but must be weighed by the 
chance @f circumstance. He may yet 
be vindicated, and he may not. The 
trouble with the Whiffen campaign 
was that too many directors super- 
vised the work of too many super- 
numeraries who took too much for 
granted. In other words, the cam- 
paign was conducted on the premise 
that no one could beat Mr. Whiffen for 
a Place on the ballot. Also, there were 
too many campaign directors, but I 
understand that there will be a cen- 
tralization of authority from now on 
and some system attached to the war- 
fare that is to be waged. 

No one knows better than President 
Whiffen himself how narrowly he es- 
caped defeat at the hands of Mr. Al- 
len. To the latter gentleman there at- 
taches a great deal of credit for the 
showing he made. He ran a modest 
campaign and was his own manager, 
although Herb White, a skilled. poll- 
Lictan, conducted the headquarters and 
directed the detail work. Mr. Al- 
len combatted a condition that is so 
often fatal to many. candidates. He 
wasn’t well enough known outside of 
his own social and business circles. 
He made a roaring campaign, at that, 
and he enlisted the aid of a number 
of big men. Mr. Allen and Mr. 
White are to be congratulated upon 
the showing made and perhaps Mr. 
Allen will later on congratulate him- 
self that the result was net different, 
if he hasn't done so already.

The duty of relieving the present 
distressing situation of these tragical- 
ly unfortunate stockholders and in- 
vestors involves in an eminent de- 
gree the Baldwin heirs. ADove all 
others does it involve the Baldwin 
heirs, for-it is with them that the 
greatest opportunity lies to solve a 
problem so vexed that it has become 
a cruelty, and to save from absolute 
penury and despair thousands of per- 
sons who have risked their all in 
good faith, and whose loss will mean 
deprivation or the inside of aimse- 
house walis. 

Wherefore, the Baldwin heirs, no 
matter what legal right they may 
heve hed to enforce their contract 
with the Los Angeles Investment 
Company, must recede from the stand 
they appear to have taken or bring 
upon their heads the condemnation 
of the people of Los Angeles and the 
groans of the widow and orphan. 
Without this recession or concession 
upon the part of these heirs, the most 
heroic efforta of the company’s pres- 
ent @irectors may lead to naught or 
to only partial success. The words,

The Baldwin heirs surely cannot af- 
ford to keep themselves in such a 
position as they now occupy.

It 
cannot be possible that on all the 
face of the earth, in this day and 
age, there can be*anyone to whom 
vast wealth has become a curse that 
Geafens the ear to the cry of the sick. 
the hungary and the poor. 

The Baldwin heirs must help, just 
as everyone else must help, to save 
this terrible situation, and the way 
ym to them as clear as the light 
of day. 


The Bald Facts. 


The Los Angeles Investment Com- 
pany purchased through its former 
managers 3126 acres of that one of 
the numerous Baldwin ranch holdings 
lying in the Cienega Hills to the 
southwest of the city. For the land 
these officers agreed to pay $6)2596,- 
009. Of this sum $2,025,000 of the 
principal was paid. and in addition 
thereto $250,000 in interest and 
taxes, leaving a balance in excess of 
$4.000.000 still owing. 

This is neither the time nor place 
to discuss the folly of the purchase 
or the catastrophe into which the 
Los Angeles Investment Company was 
plunged in 1913.

taking back the rest of the property 
and cancelling the debt. This the 
Baldwin heirs refused to do. They 
insisted on the fulfillment of the con- 
tract, threatening foreclosure. 

This threat, as all Southern Call- 
fornia and half the United States now 
knows, has been carried out. By bid- 
ding in the ranch at public sale, the 
wealthy heirs of “Lucky” Baldwin 
have added to their inherited wealth 
the dollar of the enormous sum 
paid out of the Los Angeles Invest- 
ment Company's funds on the Clenege 
Hills property and have paved the 
way for taking back the land for 
which that money was paid, leaving 
the poor shareho!ders without either 
the money or the land. 

Legally the Baldwin heirs had all 
the right they needed to do this thing 
which they have done. They can keep 
the $2,025,000 in their pockets. They 
can take all their land back and call 
it their own, with none te question 
their legal claims.

But will they really do it? Can 
they do it, with the realization that 
it means despair to so many who 
have #0 little, and death itself to so 
many more who now have nothing? 
Surely these plethorically wealthy 
Baldwin, and thrice luckier than he 
ever was—thése women rich. 
overwhelmingly blessed with means— 
surely they are not shrimps. They 
cannot see the suffering of the muiti- 
tudes of these poor people of the 
Los Angeles Investment Company 
without wanting to do something. In 
all truth, # is a little thing which 
the directors of the company have 
pleaded with them to do. 

The other day an old man lay dead 
in a house in which a widow and or- 
phans were a prev to the bilackest 
despair that mortals can know. This 
stricken family had not a dollar in the 
world with which to bury its dead or 
to purchase food. That dead man’s 
entire little fortune of $5000 had been 
invested with the Los Angeles Invest- 
ment Company, in the belief t it 
would provide for him an his 
through life. This is an actual in- 
stance. There are hundreds of cases 
that would wring pity from a stone. 
You can seé them any day—these 
old, feeble folk—haunting the doors 
at Eighth and Broadway, with eyes 
of indescribable despair. 

There is a saying that “What is 
everybody's business is nobody's busi- 
ness.” But it i really everybedy’s 
business te plead with the Baldwin 
heirs to do the decent thing, the right 
thing now. Let it not be a case of 
“nobody's business.” In person and 
by letter the people of Los Angeles 
should plead with these heirs of 
“Lucky” Baldwin. 

It may be that these women do not 
\realize the horror of the thing they 
‘do. Pray God they may be enlight- 
ened. and that they will held out 
their hands in mercy to God's poor!

SPRIES of schedules for the 
trips between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco have been pre- 
pared by Earl Armstrong of the

Armstrong prepared the time cards 
in answer to the many inquiries re- 
ceived from Chandler owners who 
propose touring to the exposition as 
soon as the weather settles.

Cheap Way to Make Beads. 

“I am eending & nice, inexpensive way 
to mike beads and other things which 
can be used; for inétance> An old plaque, 
or e¥en 4 ple Plate of tray, may be utii- 
ized. Paint the background black and 
make the compound into the shape of any 
fruit or flowers and fasien them to the 
background with giue.
